‘“There’s my waste basket;

The manufacturer dropped $10,000 
in ills into the basket; the opera- 
tor counted them, figured for a mo- 
ment and said he could .let him have 
2000 tons of coal at government 
price, the extra $5.00 per ton being 
the contribution. 

These men both bought Liberty 
donds, contributed to war chests, and 
the like and called themselves pa- 
triots, but were they not giving aid 
to the enemy. when they were-crip- 
pling the work of our munition 
plants; holding up our transports 
and causing suffering in many homes 
for lack of fuel? The great major- 
ity of the people were patriotic— 
and others lost their patriotism when 
their pockets were touched.
